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Lieutenant Ralph Masterson, plainclothesman, sat nervously in the courtroom 
watching a perfect case against a killer being torn to bits by the defense attor- 
ney's clever - and mysterious maneuverings. # i 

"What's wrong?" Masterson asked himself, crossing first one leg, then trie 
other. "Burns is the killer. We had this thing wrapped up cold. Now the defense 
counsel is making saps out of the department." 

Masterson thought back, trying to reorganize each detail in his mind, starting 
from the night of the murder, on May 15th,at City Hospital. 

That night, a wounded man lay under the merciful oblivion of ether, after an 
operation for the removal of his appendix. That was detail number one. 

Detail number two: A man arid a woman, friends of the patient, entering the 
hallway from the elevator, saw another man, wearing a brown sports jacket, a 
fedora, and light tan slacks. He walked past them and stood at the elevator. 

The couple told the police later, that the man in the sports jacket and the tan 
slacks distinctly smelled of ether. 

Detail number three: when the couple reached the patient's room, the patient 
was dead. The doctors reported that he had been suffocated. Who could have 
murdered him? 

Masterson, remembering the couple's testimony about the man with the odor of 
ether clinging to his clothes, made a hurried check, which led him to detail 
number four: There were eight rooms on that particular floor, only ONE of which 
contained a patient who had been given ether. That room had been occupied by 
'the murdered man. The, two witnesses were shown police photo files, and both 
identified the man in the jacket and slacks. He was Jeff "Scar" Birns. 

Masterson looked at the defense attorney again, and wondered curiously why 
he was handing small phials to the two witnesses and the jury — phials filled 
with various liquids for them to smell and identify. 

Then once again his mind flashed back to the actual case •- how it was 
built up against Burns. He had been picked up and had admitted that he had 
gone to the hospital — but found that he was on the wrong floor. 



"Sure, Burns had said, I was there to see a pql. When I saw I was on the 
wrong floor I went back to the elevator." 

Further investigation produced two facts: Burns had known the patient, and 
there was evidence - though circumstantial, that Burns had been tied up in a 
blackmail esse involving the deed man. 

The case evolved into whether or not Burns had been in the murdered man's 
room. !,f not, he was to go free. If so, he would face a murder sentence. Lieuten- 
ant Masterson sat there, fidgeting, listening to the melodramatic voice of the 
defense attorney. 

"Now, ladies and gentlemen of the jury," the defense counselor was saying, 
still holding the phials, "a man's life depends upon the sense of smell of two 
witnesses. I have passed these phials around, containing varying, well-known 
liquids, which the witnesses and the jury have identified." 

The defense counselor continued, "Now I pass still one more, due to the 
importance of this test. Remember •• a man's life hangs in the balance." 

The two witnesses and the members of the jury each sniffed the vial, and 
each replied: "Gasoline". 

"Now" exclaimed the counselor, "this last phial.— ! pass it around. I ask 
once more that the contents of a phial be identified." 

Once again he passed a phial, this time to just the witnesses-but each peered 
in bewilderment at the phial, unable to identify its contents. 

"There," he exclaimed victoriously. "The witnesses are not able to identify 
ether in the phial. I ask that this case be thrown out of court!" 

Masterson bounded from his chair. The vague idea that had danced tantalizing* 
ly in his mind suddenly came into focus -• as he suddenly hit upon the answer. 

"Just a moment!" he shouted. All eyes were upon him. 

"Objection!" roared the defense counselor. 

"Objection overruled. This is a policeman. If he has anything to offer on the 
.case, he should be heard." 

Masterson faced the court, then said: "I would like to wait a full minute or 
two, then have the phials mixed up again— and have another experiment conducted." 

"Why?" queried the judge. 

"Your Honor," replied Masterson, "the next to the last phial contained gaso- 
line. I think the chemists will bear out the fact that gasoline deadens the sense 

of smell for a brief period - perhaps a minute or two. It was during this period 
that the witnesses were unable to identify the ether — because their sense of 
smell was deadened. 

Excited chattering flooded the courtroom. 

"You'll find," continued Masterson, "that if the witnesses are not allowed to 
smell the gasoline first- as the defense so cleverly arranged, they will identify 
the ether in any of the mixed-up phials." 

And, with that, the experiment was conducted for the second time. 

The jury returned a verdict of murder in the first degree. 
On the night of September 14th, 1950, Jeff Burns died in the electric chair,
